grow if properly fed. They will 
become stunted if improperly fed. 
Large fish eat small fish—small 
fish eat bugs and other small ani­ 
mals and in some cases, small 
plants—bugs and other small ani­ 
mals eat plants; 
therefore, the 
pounds of fish produced depends 
upon amount of small plants pres­ 
ent in the water. Plants will be 
present in water to the extent of 
the fertility of the water in terms 
of plant food. 
Soil Conservation Service tech­ 
nicians assigned to the District 
say that properly fertilized and 
managed ponds will produce freak 
300 to 600 pounds of fish pef 
surface acre of water. 
The major problems in fish pro­ 
duction are to build up and main­ 
tain fertility of water in terms 
of fish food; stock the pond with 
fish in terms of food supply ptws* 
ent and species of fish that do 
well together; harvest fish crop 
that is produced each year to 
prevent over stocking of ponds. 
Farms cooperating with the Soil 
Conservation District can get fish 
for stocking ponds and lakes free 
of charge. Orders are taken at 
the Soil Conservation Service at 
De Leon «or at the County Agent’s 
office.
